You see, in the United States, 
Labor questions are largely determined 
by the states, rather than by Congress. 
Therefore the United States could not 
enter into a treaty that would trespass 
in any Way upon states’ rights. 

*At any rate, this general difficulty 
Was met by a provision that in the 
case of a government which is based 
on a federated system such as ours, 
the consent of the duly constituted 
authority is necessary in order to make 
the convention or treaty binding. 

“There is another interesting fea- 

ture. The United States could. of 
course, deal with certait questions by 
international treaty. One is interstate 
and foreign commerce, and in foreign 
commerce the sea is naturally _in- 
cluded. That meant the Seamen's 
Act, and because many of the other 
maritime powers objected to that act 
it was necessary to safeguard it by a 
special provision. This we did by a 
‘protocol which I had the honor of 
drafting. providing that no state shall 
be asked or required to enforce any 
convention or arreement of the Inter- 
natioua’ Labor Conference which shall 
imply lower standards or lesser rights 
than it now enjoys. So that the Sea- 
men’s Act, being the highest standard 
in the world, is now safeguarded 
securely.”

Yiristt he deedies i 
Lives of ire poets are frequently 
dismal reading as those the humo 
ists, and the life of Keats is no ex 
ception to the common rule, The son 
of a livery-stable keeper, he was “de 
frauded in his young years of the sweet 
food of academi institution,’ and 
later found himself compelled by an 
overwrought sensibility to give up the 
plan of adopting medicine as a pro- 
fession. Less wary than Lamb, he 
turned to literature for a livelihood, 
and. found himself entangled in pe 
cuniary difficulties for the rest of his 
days. And if his poetry brought him 
little porridge, it earned him equally 
scanty praise. The highest praise 
Keats received from Wordsworth—al- 
Ways generous in appreciation—was 
that his verse was a pretty piece of 
paganism. svron, with characteris- 
tic large-heartedness, wrote to his 
publisher, “No more Keats, I entreat, 
flay him alive; if some of vou don’t, ] 
skin him myself; there is no 
ing the driveling idiotism of the 
The careful charity ot! 
solicitous for an erring 
apothecary—bade him back to his gal- 
lipots, and urged him to “stick-to his 
plasters, pills and ointment boxes.” 
Keats, apparently a hopeless failure,

‘Charles M. Schwab as Director-Gen- 

“eral, tendered his resignation several 

weeks ago. Mr. Piez is to sever his 

connection with the fleet corporation 
on May 1, and J. L. Ackerson, naval 
constructor, who has been one of the 
vice«presidents of the corporation, will 
be placed in full charge of ship con- 
struction. Another vice-president, yet 
to be appointed, will be in charge of 
the administration, finance, contracts, 
adjustment of cancellations and 
claims. This official will succeed 

Howard Coonley, who has resigned. 
In the statement issued by the ship- 

ping board nothing was said regarding 

the reasons for the resignation of Mr. 

Piez as Director-General, or of 

Mr. Coonley as vice-president. There 

have been intimations of friction, but 

these lack confirmation. 

Mr. Ackerson, who is to take over 
‘the important responsibilities as head 
of the construction work, is a prac- 
‘tical shipbuilder. He entered the 
Naval Academy in 1897. He was zgrad- 
uated in 1901, and spent the follow- 
ing two years at sea as a midshipman, 
| being assigned to both the east and 
west coasts. In 1903, Mr. Ackerson 
was selected for the construction 
|corps, and was sent to Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology for a post- 
‘graduate course in naval architec- 
‘ture. He craduated in 1906, with the 
degree of Master of Science, and was 
detailed to the New York Navy Yard. 
He later became fleet naval instructor 
under Admiral Schroeder,.-and was an 
‘aide on Admiral Schroeder's staff. 
| After about two years more at sea, 
Mr. Ackerson was sent to Washington 
‘and assigned to the design branch of 
the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, where he remained for five years. 
During the period that he was assigned 
'to the design branch, Mr. Ackerson 
/was superintendent of construction at 
the Maryland Steel Works at Balti- 
more.

‘BASEBALL SUIT 
GOES TO JURY.

Attorneys re Both Sides Argue 
Their Cases and Then Justice 
Stafford Gives Instructions 


|~ WASHINGTON. District of Columbia 


~The Baltimore Federal Leazcue 
Club’s suit for $900,000 damages under 


the Sherman Anti-TrustrLaw against 
organized baseball! was ready for the 
jury Friday after arguments of attor- 
nevs and instructions by Associate 
Justice Stafford of the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court. 

Organized béseball. Justice Stafford 
advised the jury, could not be held re- 
sponsible for Federal League misman- 
' agement or lack of planners’ skill, and 

he declared that unless, by @ prepond- 
erance of evidence, the jury should find 
that the difficulties of the Federal 
League and its clubs were due solely 
‘to acts of the defendants, the jury 
should find for the defense. -In con- 
cluding his instructions, however, he 
| said: 

“The acts of the defendants, alleced 

and proved, by way of maintaining the 
system of organized baseball, consti- 
tuted in law an attempt to monopolize 
the business of competitive baseball 
‘exhibitions for profit and, as an in- 
separable part thereof, to monopolize 
‘commerce between the states, and 
'were done in violation of the anti- 
itrust laws. If such acts injured the 
| plaintiff in its business or property, 
the plaintif’ is entitled to compensa- 
tion.” 

The jury also was instructed that it 
must take a!l the facts and conditions 
in competitive baseball into considera- 
tion in reaching verdict, including 
knowledge by Baltimore Club officials 
of organized baseball's methods when 
it entered the competi itive field.
